•^ Poet, in the J^dgfl J oif the Emperor 
Ner^^ was a Nativ* (4*'FSU^s' in Tufiofry 
{B), He wa« a jR(7^»^ 52nfftfe-V * Jtlatcd and 
allied to Perfons of tliVfirff Kanlc: Hd ftti- 
died at VoUerra till he Wa$ twelve Years of 
Age^ and afterwards continued his StiKHes it 
J^jomty under the Gfammariafi ^i^mn^ t& 
Orac^ Fifpnius^ and Carnums a Stoic Phl- 
ic^opher, who enterilaifned fo great an Aflre6- 
ticMi for him, that there wa» ever after the 
tnoft Ultimate Frietidftiip between thent« 
I^»ftm \m immortalized ih his Works thi^ 
:' A a - Frididr 
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Friendilup, and his Gratitude for the good 
Offices ofchis Friend^ Sat. & paffim. Hlb 
exprefled himfelf ftilt mc^e ftrongly on that 
Subjeft hf a Will, in which he bequeathed 
him his Library and a large Sum of Money, 
viz. Five and twenty thoufand Crowns ac- 
cording to fome. But Cornu^is accepted 
only the Books, and left tbg Money to 
his Heirs, that is, to Perftus\ Sifters. He 
advifed Ptrfius\ Mother to fupprefs fome 
Pieces of Poetry, which her Son had com- 
pofed when he was very young. He judg- 
ed, without doubt, that they would not 
anfwer the great.Repumipn.of thofc already 
publiffi^: andVwliiAr- wcr#:received by the 
Public witjk fud^*iuii.veffal Applaufe, that 
all the Co[H^: we^Hnin&diateiy difpofed of. 
This is a1&flcr|pji^r!lf)fe53ti) IJe propofed to thofe 
who pubfifti^fo'^mafty* trifling Pofthumous 
Works, in hopes that the Glory of the de- 
ceafed Author will ferve theoa as a Safe-- 
guard. Among other Works of Perfius^ 
they fuppreffcd fome Verfes he had wrote on 
Arria^ that illuftrious Roman Lady, who 
killed herfelf to give an Example to her be- 
loved Huiband. Monri falfely imagined 
that it was a Satire againft Jrria (C): but

k was rather a Panegyric^ and lAdeed Hre 
cannot reafonably expedt the Contrary ^ coo^ 
fideruig the Author's great Frkmifhip for 
Tirafeas^ Son-in*law to Arria, his Khifwo^ 
man. He ftudied with lMa» under Comu^ 
tusj and was . fo much admired by his 
School-fellow, that when P&rfius repeated 
his Verfes, Lucan could fcarce forbear breakw 
ing out into Acclamations. A very rare 
Example among Poets of the (ame Genius^ 
hut too commonly pradifed out of Artifice 
and Vanity (!))• It was rery late before 
Perfius became acquainted with Seneca^ and 
he could never like his Temper. He was a 
good Friend, ftill a better Son, a better 
Brother, and a better Relation /£;. Thg* 
he was handfome, he was very Chafte : he 
was fober, meek as a Lamb, and as modeft 
as a young Virgin ; fo true it is, that we 
inuft not judge of the Manners of an Au« 
thor by his Writings; for the Satires of 
Perfius are very licentious: befides, they 
are fliarp and full of InveAives. 'Tis Ixv. 
lieved that he did not fpare even the cruel 
l^ero himfelf. He pointed him out fo 
.plainly, that CGrnutus thought it proper to 
alter fome of his Expreffions (F). He died at

As he believes that 
di^ Town called Imna was fitoated in Tufcatiy^ he wiU 
not allow our Poet to have been bom there ; for his not 
being a Native of ^0/f«yrA could fignifynodiing to hin, 
if he coold not deprive Tm/com^ of the Honour of him » 
and prove that he was born in the State of Genoa. He 
therefore fays that his native Place was 7>^/Vr, near 
PoriM Lun^t fituated in Lignria^ fonrfcore Stadia dif* 
tance from Luna. Afrofio della P atria d* A, Perfio^ par, 
14, Yott mttft obferve that there is a Diftin^tton made 
between the Town and the Port of Luna. Lewis Jprofio 
is of the fame Opinion with Gaffturo Maffa^ as appears 
from a Diilertation d'A. Perfio printed at Genoa in the 
Year 1 664* You fee how litde Moreri is to be de- 
pended upon ; he alledges that Aprofio affirms Periius t9 
be of Volterra, and that Gafpar Maflay2zy/ he was horn 
at Luna or la Spezzia. Which is very falfe with Re- 
gard to Aprofio^ and far from being exadk with Regard 
to Majfa* Farther, tho' the Arguments of thefe two 
Authors are not unanfwerable, yet they are ^itxy proba* 
ble, and if I was to chufe, I ihould rather follow their 
Opinion than that of Eufebius. I mail inform my 
deader that ^0^riiw» not contented with placing Pcv^^ 
in lus Catalogue of the Writers of Liguria^ printed at 
Genoa in 4t09 in the Year 1667, and with giving ibme 
Reaibns for it, had caufed thefe two Diflertations I have 
quoted to be printedat the End of his Work.

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tnken here in, the fecon4 Senfe ; for what likelihood h 
diere that Perfius ihould write Verfes i^inft a Lady, 
who was his Relation, Mother-in.Iaw to his beft Friend^ 
and famous for having died in a aioft heroic Manner, 
according to the Opinions of that Se€t in which our 
Poet was brought up. The Friendibip of Perjau and 
Thra/eaSf Son-in-law of that Lady, laftcd near tea 
Years, which is as much as to fay, as Cafa^Aon obfenres, 
that Perfius only lived about ten Years after he contra£l* 
ed an intimate Friendfliip with Thrafeas. Now as be 
lived but twenty-eight Years in all, it is evident diac 
their Friendihip commenced while Perfius Itudied Fhilo^ 
' Ibphy under Comuhu, and it is rery probable that after 
^e Acquifition of fudia Friend hecompofcd the Ver&s 
we are fpeaking of.

The Word Pueritia is ufed by the beft Latin Authon 
fer a Young Man of eighteen or twenty Years of Age. 
I ihall place here in Order the other Miftakes of Jlftrm. 
He £iys that Perfius had compofed a Book agaiufi Amatp 
nuhicb his Mafier Comutius made him burn. At any 
Rate, it cottldf not be a Book, but a fmall number of 
Verfes, Paucos merfits. His Matter's Name however 
WIS not ComutiuSf but Comutus, and it was not till after 
tiie Death of the Author that he adviied his Mother to 
fupprefs thefe Verfes, together with ail the reft whick 
he had compofed in his Youth. Omnia autem Comutus 
ott&ior fiat MATai nus ut aholeret. By this the Author 
of the Epiftle, which ferves by Way of Prefecc to Fa- 
riier Tarteron^t Tranilation of Perfius^ appears to be in 
aMiftake. Heexprefifeshimfelf thus: '* He compofed 
^ fome Verfes which were not at ail in Praife of fo gene- 
** rotts and faithful a Vfihi but he fbUowed the Advice 
** which was given him, and prudently fupprefled 
^' them.'* Mortri adls the Orator, under whom Perfius 

ftttdied^ 
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|liidied» FirgimmFtdvius ; bat he ihoold Y)»9t called hiin 
Ftrgimus Fkccus, He fays that this pretended Virgimm 
luVvius and Khenmus PaUmon^ took care ^LucanV Edm- 
€atiQn. To what Purpofe does he make this Remark, 
;^ce he was not to mention Lucanh Love for ferfitu ? 
fiat befides, none of the Authors quoted bv him, men* 
tdon that pretended Education. Tis with Rewd to 
Comutuu that the Author of the Life oiPerfius obferves, 
idiat he uught Luam and Petfius at the fame Time. We 
ihall fee hereafter, in the Remark (G)^ a Cbronolpgicai 
Error oiMoreri. 

Monf. Marrao informed rat that Moreri v/?ry proba- 
Wy might take from Mr. Qrffrier what he fays oijrria ; 
jfor the Reputation of that Lady was fo dear to Mr* Gef- 
frier y that to make Amends for the IVrong which he al- 
Jedged Per/ius had done her, he canfcd to be prefixed to 
his Tranflitiona Sonnet, which Father ie Maine compof- 
cd in Praife oi Arria^ in his Gallerie des temme$ Fortes, 

(P) An Example^^^too commonly traSifed out of 
Artifice and Vamti^l This is very well explained by 
the Author of the Epiftle abovementioned, who do^s 
not pretend that Lncan was free from that Fault. '^ ter^ 

fmsy Cays he> was much betterpkafed with huan^ who 

bad perhaps infinuated himfelf into his Favour by praif« 
— ing the beautiful PaiTa^ in his Satires^ and often 
•* repeated thefe Words with great Admiration, Thefe 
** are mfift excellent Pieces indeed* For whatever Modefy 
^ a Perfon may be pofiefTed of, he will be eafilv allurid 
** by the Charms of fuch flattering Applaufes beflowed 
** by a good Jodjje in a full Aflembly. But had not 
*' Lucan a View m all this, and did not he expe£l the 
•* like Retnm from Perfius? We know very well that 
** Poets and other Authors very ieldom befiow their 
^ Praife for Nothing; for when they come to engage

If Cornutus found Nero fo plainly pointed at here, he 
did very well to ufe this Precaution ; though very poffi- 
biy that Emperor was ftill in his happy Days, whick 
continued the firft five or fix Years of his Reign. But 
how comes it that Cornutus made no Alteration in four 
Verfes inferted in the £ime Satire, taken from a Tragedy 
4>f Nero? Was it a dangerous thing to fay King N^das 
Jtas Affes Ears, whilftit was allowable to quote his Verfea 
as a Model of ridiculous Poetry ? I find fome Difficulty 
to account for this, and perhaps thefe four Verfes, 
Torva Mimalloneis implerunt cornua bombis^ 
Et raptum vitulo caput allaturafuferbo

were at moft only an indiredl and obTcure Piece of Rai^- 
leiy. For iiF Nero had been the Author of thofe Verfes, 
how dorft any Body be fo bold, as to kx them down 
Word for Word, on purpofe to laugh at them, vhen 
it was thought neceiTary to corned^ Auriculas afim Mida 
rex hahitf There is fomething very inconfiftent here ; a 
great Timidity on the one Hand, and Temerity on the 
other. Bat I have ftill fome more Objedions to men- 
tion. I think Comuhts fpoils the Thought of his Friend 
without any Neceffity, and his Fears feem to me but ill 
groanded. Per/ius being told that it was dangerous to 
cenfuce the Vices of another Perfon, and that he ought 
notfo much as to mention them to a Pit, anfwers, 
that he might be allowed to tell his Book that was buried 
what he had feen, o/yz. that King Midas hath A£u 
Ears* 

Meft mutire mfas^ nee clam nee cumfcrohe? nufquanu 
Heic tamett infoMam, Vidi^ nndi ipfe^ libelky 
Auriculas Afim Mida rex babet. 
This is a manifeft Allufion to the Hiflory of Midas\ 
Barber, which was well known to Nero,

Otnd, Met. Lib, XL wr. 186. 
There was then veiy little Likelihood that this Pnnce 
would take it amxfs, that one fhould faithfully relate 
the moft beautiful Pai&ee in that Hiftory, Auriculas 
afim Mida rex babet. If you change them into thefe 
Auriculas afim qm's non babet^ it can no longer be called 
the Barber's Text, but a loofe Imitation of it. If yon. 
tell me that it is better to leilen the Beauty of a Thought, 
than exdjperate a Tyrant, I anfwer as before, ij&hy du 
you not lop off the four abomementioned Verfes? You ought 
<o oblige the Author to blot them out» not only if thiey 

were 
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were bormwed from t Poem o(Ns$iff, but efen If tlicy 
amtain only fomc cf ki» PlMrafes. It casaot in die 
]caft be doubted that Malhif4fe would hiave been oficnd- 
«d at thefe Verfes of M. Boilmu, even fuppo&ng kt Ind 
jMt been named in them :

Yet can any Body doubt but it mud raife the Indigna- 
tioa of the Authors of thofe Lines ? 1 imagine thc#tf ore 
that the Tor^a Mimalhmeis &c. can neither be a Frag- 
ment of "Ner^i Poetry, nor an Imitation of his Verfes. 
For, further, if he was a Man oi that Temper to be dif- 
pleafed at the Raillery Auriculas afini Mida rex babei, 
which was an old Story, it was hardly to be expe^ed 
that he would patiently bear the ridiculons Rhapfodies 
compofed out of his own Exprcffions. Wherefore begging 
Pardon of the old Scholiaft» 1 cannot fubfcribe to thefe 
Words of M. Boileau^ till fuch time as my Scruples be 
removed , Let us examine Perfius, fays he (in bis Difcotats 
fur la Satire) nuho tJtfrote in the Reign afScro. He not 
§mly rails at bis Co'^iemporesry Poetst but enjen attacks the 
Verfes of Nero Inmfelfi for all the World knowst and tbt 
whole Court of l^&o 'very ivellinew it, tJ^at thefe fmr Verfss 
Torva Mimalloneis &c. njubith Veriasfo bitterly ridicniee 
in his firfi Satire, tjoere ivr9te by Nero. Tet ^e denot 
fnd thatlSicro, as cruel as he nvas^^ cau/edFet^ut ta ke 
pmijhedfgriti and that great Ifyraatp ihi an Eneiny J^ 
. . Jkea* 
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fbAfiih Of^Wfyfindo/hisakvitWorlij, nioas Jb polite at 
99t to rrJM I/, andiRd wot think that tin fuch tmOccaJum 
thi Empiforfitmidtake upM him the Coficems of a Poet. I 
6aU add no more conccming that Scrople. Cafaubm 
alledges, that the foor Verfes in Qoeftidn were tak«a 
ftom a Tragedy called Batchart pag, 1 34. And to prove 
^t Niro had wrote fuch a Piece, he quotes Dio, who 
only (ays that Nero aaed the Part of a MuHdan when 
^lat Tragedv was reprefented. But is this a Proof that 
he was the Author of it ? Befides, H^ameter Verfes, I 
believe, were not ufed in Tragedies; bnt the four Ver- 
fes we are fpeaking of are Hexameters. If that learned 
Commentator had compared his Opitiion concerning th6 
for^a Mifnalloneis^ With his Preface to the firft Satire, I 
oueftion if he woald have perfifled in it.' In fhort he 
fays in that Preface, that the chief Defign of Perjius 
hi his fourth Satms, was to cenfure the Condadi otNeroi 
tmt in order t6 avoid bringing himfelf into Trouble^ he 
fb difguifed his Defign, that he made ufe of no Expre{^ 
fion to point Out the Perfon of that PrinCe, and contri- 
ved the Matter fo as to be able to clear himfelf, iii 
cafe he flioufd be aecufed of aiming at the Government^ 
Caf&uhon obferves alfo, that this Satire was compofed 
before Nero had difcovered all his ill Nature. Cujus

Perhaps it will be anfwered, that he was not much con- 
cerned for his Character as a Poet. But one muil have 
ilrong Proofs of this, or elfe not mention it; for eveiy 
one is commonly fond of his own Poetry. The Crown- 
and Scepter do not cure a Man of that Fault, and we 
are particularly informed that Nero was more fenfibly 
alFeded with the Cenfures of his Mufic, than with that 
of his Crimes ; which is a fufficient Reafon for one to 
believe, that as a Poet he could not bear to be refleded 
upon. Nihil aque doluit^ quam ut malum fi citharadum 
increpitum. Suet, hu Nerone cap, XLI. Did not he ba* 
nifh Cornutus, and had like to have put him to death, for 
having dared to fay that Nero would make too many 
Verfes if he compofed four hundred Books of them, an4 
that the ExAm^le of Chry/ppus fhould not be alledged in 
the Cafe, feeing the Books of that Philofopher wer^ 
nfeful to human Life i Was not he jealous of the Poet 
Lucafi, and did not he forbid him to make any Verfes I! 
Lucanum propria caufa accendehai^ quodfamam carminum 
ejus premebat Nero, prohihuera^ui ojientare, vanus adji^ 
mulationey Id ib. it Tacit. Ann, lib, XV. cap, XLIX* 
At which Lucau was fo exafperated, that he joined with 
the Confpirators, who endeavoured to kill Nero, 

I fhould never have done, if I undertook to quote all 
the Authors who believed that the four Verfes fo cruelly 
ridiculed by Terjiusy were wrote by Nero, I fhall only cite 
the Notes which have been added to the new Tranflation 
ofPetronius Pag. 24. Tom, I. of the Dutch Edition 1694. 
If hai been lanvful in all Ages to criticife paltry Performances^ ^ 

when 
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iwiin they are puhlified. fie de/effs vf the Wtiinuef ht 
tenfired every ^where, and this Uberty it ets auient at the 
Werld. TheTorf% &c. which we read /« Juvenal, (he 
JhoM/d ha^e /aid?er&\is) Jhews that Nero himfelf^ not" 
ntnthftanding his Cruelty ^ wot nut offended ai it^ and never 
thought of treating as inemiet to the State, thoje who cri* 
tici/ed his Works. He was only angry at thofe who made 
Verfes better than he. 

Note, That the lafe of Perfius, written by Suetonius 
as it is thought, does not tell us that the Torva Mimal- 
loneis had any Relation to Nero. He gives no other 
Example of the Liberty that Poet todc to criticife him» 
than thofe Verfes concerning Mida rex, which Comutut 
made him corred. There is then only one ^tnefs of" 
iixtforva Mimalloneit, viz. the old ScholiaH uponP^- ^-^''^ 
Jiits, An Englifli Author, viz. John Bond, who wrote r^S^ 
learned Notes upon the Satires of that Poet» does not if<f^\ 
fay pofitively, lixe a great many others, that Nero was 
the Author of the four Verfes in Queftion : Sive a Nerone 
(fays he) in Perf. Sat. I. pag. m. z^.five ah alio quopiam 
nohili Romano con^fia* M. Marais pointed me out this 
Pafiage of the ISngliih Commentator, and alfo fays 
thatM. Geffrier, who publifhed a French Tranflation or 
Paraphrafe fAPerfius at Paris in 1658, affirms that thefe 
four Verfes were certainly Nero\, 

(G) He died at twenty eight Tears of Age. 1 This 
appears from the Confulfliips of his Birth and Death. 
lie was bom the fourth of December, Fahio Perfico, L:

Bat befides that St. y^rme makes no fuch D^ 
tin£lion» we have ieen that Per^ was bom in i>eceai<' 
ber, and died in November. I am more forpn^ed at 
ScaUger\ aoquiefeing in St. Jercmi^^ Compnfiationy than 
even at St. Jfr9mi% Miilake. Sc^liger finds that St. j£» 
rofme was in the right to reckon twenty-nine Years from 
the Number two thouiand and fifty to the Number two 
thoiiiand and feventy-ei^t. He aifo finds twenty-nine 
Years between the two above>meatk>ned Con^^oldiips; but 
he had done better if he had computed only twenty-ei^t.

(HJ Whate*ver Ms fanegyrifts may fay^.^'^^^hi nxmnH 
dlfcureiy,'] Among the number of mole I redcon Ifirne 
Cafatdfon, I grant that tiie Praifes which he beftowt 
open Perfius are not fo pure as thofe of ^tttiSan and 
martial; for he intermixes with them fome Cenfures, 
B«t after all he adcnowledges that Perfius had a great deal 
of Merit and Parts, and enters the Lifts on his Account 
againil the great yu/ius ScaHger; tho* at the fame Time 
he humbles himfelf with great Refpe^ at die Foot of the 
llironeof chat formidable Antagonift. I (hall only men* 
tion that Part of the Dxfpute which relates to the Obfcui- 
rity 6f our Poet's Wridngs.

I. It is evident to all who read Perfius with Attcn- 
tion^ that he is obfcure not out of Policy^ but from Tafbe, 
jmd the particular Turn of his Genius; for if the Fcai:

him to cover his Thoughts with obfcure Metaphors, 
he would have done it in thofc Things only whioi had 
Come relation to the Life of the Tyrant.

<mly a moral Maxim, the cleared Explication whereof 
could not have afforded Nero the leaft Pretence for being 
angry with him.

But to diis it is 
anfwered, that Perfius had neither Brother, nor Children; 
that the Simame of Flaccus was to be found in feveral 
Cities of Italy I and that the noble and illuftrious Family 
4)f Perfius has been efbbliihed in Genoa above four hon'^ 
dred Years. See the abovementiond Diflertation of Gaf- 
fara Majfa, Hifpolitus Lan£nelli fays, that they IBU 
ftew at Volterraj a Houfe which is fuppofed to have 
been that of Perfius.
